Applicants have reviewed the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance, mailed with the Notice of Allowability on September 12, 2005, and wish 
to submit the following remarks. 

While Applicants agree in part with the Examiner's stated reasons for 
allowance, Applicants note that the allowed claims define further unique 
combinations of limitations not found in the prior art and not indicated in the 
Examiner's stated reasons. Further, the Examiner's statement includes inaccuracies 
with regard to the claim language. For example, paragraph 2 of the Examiner's

Reasons states ''reflecting specific light components from both the ambient and 
organic emissive layer and transmitting the remaining light/ 7 however, claims 1, 3, 6 
and 24, for example, actually recite "relect[ing] specific light components from both 
ambient and electrically stimulated light traveling from said emissive layer side/ 7 
Therefore, the stated reasons for allowance should be interpreted as highlighting 
only some of the reasons why the claims are allowable. 

As usual, the scope of the claims should be interpreted based on the actual 
language of the allowed claims, and no further limitation of the claims should be 
inferred from the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. 
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
